Textually tho treaty.today was just 
where it was when it was laid be- 
fore the senate on July 10, the last 
of the amendments attached by the 
foreign relations 
committee 
after 
weeks of deliberation having been 
thrown out by the senate yesterday. 
In view of the present unsettled 
labor conditions, 
elements are ex- 
pected to be injected into the debate 
on the treaty labor provisions which 
may prolong it considerably. The 
leaders do not look for'action for a 
week or more.

agents in the course, of which two 
men were shot.

but found no evidence that they 
were not complying with the law.

He estimated that 106,- 
122 .unflt /animals -were used as hu- 
man food from uninspected slaugh- 
ter houses last year, and declared the 
actual number probably greatly ex- 
ceeded that figure, as the tendency 
would be to/send diseased animals 
to slaughter houses, where there was 
no inspection. 
"Municipal and state meat Inspec- 
tion," he concluded, "is a field where 
a grreat deal of constructive work 
remains to be done.

health side appeals to many people.

dissatisfied with her audi- 
ence and decided to seek wider rec- 
ognition. 
Jn writing of her feelings .at that 
period she said: "Born with intense 
cravings for pleasure, 1 should have 
been the veriest amusement seeker 
in my youth had not necessity stood 
at my elbow. My early start in my 
profession was due to my desire to 
change my horizon and better the 
conditions of the home where no one 
was contented." 
First Prose Publisher], 
A few weeks later her first prose 
work was published in the New York 
Mercury and her lirst poem In the 
Waverly magazine. 
At 15 the 
young authoress 
re- 
ceived her first check from 
Frank 
Leslie's publishing house. This open- 
ed "a perfect floodgate of aspiration, 
inspiration and 
ambition" in her. 
Within six months she received addi- 
tional checks' from Harper's and the 
Saturday Evening Post. 
While still in her teens "Drops of 
Water," a collection of verses by the 
young authoress, was published. 
In the years immediately -.follow- 
ing Miss Wheeler began to get na- 
tion-wide recognition, and in ISS4, 
Just after her marriage to Robert M. 
\Vilcox, she came east to live. 
Success Was Instantaneous. 
Her success and popularity in New 
York was instantaneous. Works from 
her pen attracted 
international at- 
tention. A. few years later Mrs. Wil- 
cox toured Europe with her husband. 
English and foreign language pub- 
lishing houses were reproducing her 
poetry and prose.

How aro we^oing-to reach the ideal'cf one 
paoplo made up of many -without a common method o£ 
communication—without one language for all? 


Americans must awake to conditions. 
In the first 


place, It must be remembered that America was started 
with, tho fusing of immigrants in a. common purpose, 
and that, with immigration continuing and increasing1, 
the motto on our great seal—E Pluribus TJnum—has for 
years been expressed popularly ijn "The Melting- Pot." 


Js'ervor was there 'another such a country,, and, 


nttttirally, never one with, such a history. On a smaller 
scale, Austria-Hungary tried to bo a melting pot, but 
we have scon, that it would not melt. Whereas Europe 
has had Its invasions of barbarians, this country has 
had a conatajit stream of intelligent, thrifty and well 
meanlnff Immigrants eager to learn our ways and be 
come one of us.

hero to bo fused, into ono people under the domlnan 
principle of Americanism!

injr hero to make their homes is placed at 32,027,349 
Just before the wan they were comlngr at the rate of a 
million and a quarter a year. In a decade the numbet 
mounted to just about 10,000,00*. 


Koflcct now upon how they have multiplied since 


coming hero ond are multiplying! Reflect also that we 
have some of the non-assimilable races, and a number 
of 
particularly 
complicated race problems. 
Surely 


when a view of all these problems Is taken, no Ameri- 
can will hesitate'to do his part in the Americanization 
movement. 


Thero Is gfreat encouragement in the record of this 


war.

And in the country of his adoption, it-is said, his 
funeral was one featured by the lacto of real mourning-. 
A wealthy nobla of ISngland is dead, and the world 
moves on just the same. 


William Wojdorf Actor made his money in America 


but moved to England where he settled down in chase 
of a title, which a gracious government gave him— 
after somo years—in payment for the large sums of 
money he had spent upon It. His title may be said to 
have been deliberately purchased. 


Tet, titled Willie Astor became more of a nonentity 


than ho was boforo. 
His own country, which he had 


cast oft as not being good enough, refused to worry it- 
solf about him, and tho cultured, noble class of Eng- 
land refused to accept him as one of them. The snob 
was being {riven a taste of real snobbery. 


At ono time after receiving the title, Astor, in a 


great book, endeavored to prove that his family an- 
cestors, poor American butchers, had descended from 
impoverished Spanish nobility.
